5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record does not disclose or render obvious a motivation to provide for a modular multistage 
transmission as defined by the limitations of claim 30; including first and second superimposed 
gears designed as three-shaft planetary wheels, a continuously variable transmission arranged 
between the third shafts of the first and second superimposed gears, a first clutch coupling 
selectively connecting the first shaft of the second superimposed gear with the gearbox input, 
and a second clutch coupling selectively connecting the second of the first superimposed gear 
and the third shaft of the second superimposed gear with the gearbox output, wherein the first 
shaft of the first superimposed gear is connected with the gearbox input, and the second shaft of 
the first superimposed gear and the second shaft of the second superimposed gear are connected 
at least indirectly with the gearbox output.
